A fast moving, shifty, crafty, pow­ 
erful, hard-driving band of Indians 
came out of Huntingdon wearing 
the colors of Juniata college, in­ 
vaded Memorial field on Saturday 
and achieved an ambition of fifteen 
years by defeating the Orange and 
Blue Bullets of Gettysburg college 
by the small margin of six points. 
The final count was 8 to 0. 
A small crowd of football fans 
and fannettes sat 
in 
the 
stands, 
facing a biting October wind, vainly 
hoping that the 
Men 
of 
Bream 
would come into their own to stem 
the onrushing tide of Indians who 
would not be denied the fruits of 
victory after so many years of futile 
effort. 
Inspired Indians 
For more than three quarters of 
the game the spectators 
saw 
two 
clubs stubbornly resisting offensive 
tactics that to all Intent were des­ 
tined to result in a score. Then out 
of the mass of jumbled plays there 
arose the inspired Indians, snatch­ 
ing at a break and pushing their 
advantage for a six pointer that 
proved sufficient to capture the long 
end of the score. It was the crown­ 
ing ajoint of the Indians’ long war­ 
fare for temporary supremacy over 
the Bullets. 
Gettysburg, outweighed and out- 
charged. stubbornly resisted the In­ 
dians during three quarters of the 
game. 
In 
the first two periods 
they outclassed their 
heavier 
op­ 
ponents but could find the needed 
punch to- snare points that would 
have changed the complexion of the 
contest. 
Juniata Kicks off 
Juniata won the toss and elected 
to defend the west goal with a stout 
wind at its back. 
The Bullets kick­ 
ed to Petty 
who 
returned 
eight 
yards. Then during the next fifteen 
minutes 
of 
playing 
the 
visitors 
could only manage to advance the 
pigskin a scant four 
yards 
from 
scrimmage while the Men of Bream 
outsmarted their opponents for 35 
yards. 
In the second 
period 
the 
Get- 
tysburgians 
continued 
their 
line 
battering tactics to annex another 
53 yard gain from scrimmage plays 
while they held their Juniata In ­ 
dians to seventeen yards. 
Eleven 
times during the first two quarters 
the visitors resorted to their air at­ 
tack and on only one attempt did 
they complete a pass and this for 
no gain. 
The 
Bullets tried 
six 
passes and 
completed 
one for no 
gain. 
The bracing wind had much 
to do with the failure of the pass­ 
ing attacks although Juniata had 
made many attempts to clutch the 
oval only to have the elusive pig­ 
skin slip out of clutching fingers. 
Fumbles Ball 
Gettysburg had an opportunity to 
score 
when 
Seely 
recovered 
a 
fumbled deep In the enemy terri­ 
tory but the Bullets 
returned the 
compliment by fumbling. 
The second half saw a revived 
and fighting band of Indians attack 
the Bullets. 
They pounded the line 
for consistent gains, beat their way 
through the Bullets’ forward wall 
on reverse plays and sweeping end 
runs. 
Lost Fight 
On the other hand the Gettys- 
burgians had lost some of their first 
half fight. 
They beat at the In­ 
dian line without success, attem pt­ 
ed to skirt his ends and resorted to 
forward passes all in vain. 
Their 
end 
plays 
functioned 
on 
several 
occasions only to 
find 
the Indian 
more bitter in his defense on suc­ 
ceeding plays. 
Late In the third period the Bul­ 
lets blocked a punt 
and 
started a 
drive for the goal 
line from their 
opponents’ 23 yard line only to lose 
the 
ball 
on a 
fumble. 
Juniata 
kicked out of danger and repeated 
their offense by grabbing a fumble 
that eventually led to a touchdown 
early in the fourth quarter. 
After recovering the loose pigskin 
the Indians started an unmerciful 
drive against the Bullets that ended 
over the last chalk mark. 
Harley carried the pigskin over 
for the only score and his try for 
the extra point was blocked. 
Fall on Last Try 
Smarting under this vicious at­ 
tack that put their opponents on 
the top edge the Bullets staged a 
comeback that to all 
intent 
and 
purpose seemed 
destined to net a 
marker for the Men of Bream. Eby 
and Dracha skirted the 
ends 
for 
long gains the latter tearing off 28 
yards on a sweeping end play. Mc- 
Millen substituting in the backfield 
annexed another 18 yards but drop­ 
ped the ball and the Bullet stam ­ 
pede was roped. 
With only a few minutes to play 
the Bullets advanced 
the 
oval to 
their opponents’ 23 yard line but 
could not muster the necessary push 
that would have 
resulted in a tie 
contest or a victory for the Gettys- 
burgians. 
Juniata 
presented 
the 
finest, 
smoothing working machine ever to 
represent the Huntingdon institu­ 
tion in many years. 
Petty. Harley, 
Cook and Given were the outstand­ 
ing stars for the visitors. 
Eby and Dracha were 
the only 
Gettysburgians who could advance 
the oval.

The race has narrow­ 
ed down to a fight between Carlisle. 
Mechanicsburg and Gettysburg, the 
latter two meeting in a “crucial” tilt 
next Saturday on Memorial field. 
I nearth* New Star 
A new star was unearthed by 
Coach Martin in gaining victory 
Saturday but not without a loss. 
Dick Smith, peppery fullback, re­ 
ceived a badly wrenched arm late in 
the second quarter and he was re­ 
placed by Fred Heilman, sophomore 
back. 
Heilman 
ran 
wild 
in 
the 
game, his ball carrying being one of 
the features of the game. On prac­ 
tically every attempt he gained, once 
getting away for twenty-five yards. 
Not all the gaining was done by 
Heilman. Trostle, Hupp, Jones and 
Smith each turned in some fine 
ground gaining. 
Fumbles at crucial 
points of the game proved costly to 
the locals and made a close game of 
what would have been an easy con­ 
quest.
